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Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bethlehem: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  annual 
report  relative  to  your  schools. 

Only  one  change  took  place  in  the  faculty  this  past 
year  and  this  was  the  result  of  the  tragic  death  of  Mr. 
John  A.  Wirtanen  in  early  September.  We  were  fortu- 
nate to  obtain  the  services  of  Mr.  Ronald  MacDougall, 
Jr.,  of  Berlin,  New  Hampshire.  Mr.  MacDougall  is  a 
graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers  College  and  received 
his  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  English  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  New  Hampshire  in  1958.  He  had  previous  teach- 
ing experience  in  Weare  High  School. 

The  enrollment  this  year  is  173  with  120  in  Grades 
one  through  eight,  and  with  53  in  Grades  nine  through 
twelve.  These  figures  show  an  increase  of  eight  pupils 
in  the  high  school. 

Since  my  last  report  a  number  of  minor  repairs  have 
been  completed.  The  science  laboratory  was  painted, 
the  main  entrance  to  the  auditorium  was  painted,  the 
auditorium  and  stage  floors  were  sanded  and  refinished, 
steps  at  the  main  entrance  to  the  building  were  re- 
paired, stokers  were  reconditioned  and  linoleum  floor 
covering  was  laid  in  the  teachers'  room. 

The  school  building  experienced  the  first  sign  of 
trouble  on  the  roof  this  winter.  It  appears  that  some 
water  worked  its  way  into  the  area  above  the  science 
laboratory  on  the  west  wall  during  January.  Inspection 
of  the  roof  revealed  some  icing  adjacent  to  the  flashing 
but  no  breaks  could  be  found.  Further  inspection  should 
be  made  in  the  spring  after  snow  is  melted  and  proper 
repairs  made.  It  should  be  noted  that  this  roof  was  ap- 
plied in  1931  as  a  twenty-year  bonded  roof,  and  should 
be  watched  very  closely  each  year.  The  district  can 
expect  a  request  for  major  repairs  or  a  completely  new 
roof  in  the  very  near  future.

The  school  lunch  program  is  being  continued  this 
year  with  more  pupils  taking  advantage  of  the  facili- 
ties. Mrs.  Lucie  H.  Brooks  continues  as  lunch  operator 
with  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Jackie  as  assistant.  The  new  gas 
heaters  installed  in  the  dining  room  add  greatly  to  the 
comfort  of  the  area. 

The  regular  testing  program  of  testing  for  achieve- 
ment and  mental  maturity  is  being  carried  on  in  the 
elementary  grades.  This  year  we  accepted  the  State 
Department  of  Education's  program  of  eighth  grade 
testing  under  the  National  Defense  Education  Act. 
This  program  included  the  Metropolitan  Achievement 
Battery  and  the  Pintner  General  Ability  test.  In  the 
high  school,  the  complete  battery  of  tests  including 
interest  inventory,  intelligence,  mechanical  aptitude, 
cooperative  reading,  and  clerical  speed  and  accuracy 
will  be  given  by  the  University  of  New  Hampshire 
testing  service. 

Mrs.  Marcia  R.  Brooks  continues  to  carry  on  the 
school  nursing  program  along  with  Dr.  Dudley.  Regular 
dental  clinics  have  been  held  and  children  who  need 
attention  have  been  taken  to  the  child  guidance  clinics. 

Modern  textbooks  and  teaching  aids  are  furnished  to 
all  classes  and  adequate  supplies  are  made  available. 
Since  my  last  report  a  number  of  excellent  reference 
books  have  been  obtained  and  shelving  has  been  placed 
in  the  room  adjacent  to  the  principal's  office  for  refer- 
ence materials.  Cabinets  in  the  so-called  museum  room 
have  been  moved  to  one  end  and  the  space  is  now  used 
for  a  regular  classroom.  New  arm  chairs  and  teacher's 
desk  were  purchased  for  the  room  and  the  area  serves 
the  high  school  very  well. 

This  winter  we  experienced  some  settling  in  the  gym- 
nasium floor.  No  cause  could  be  given  for  this  except 
a  long  term  settling  of  fill  under  the  floor  that  did  not 
become  evident  until  the  upper  floor  settled.  If  possible, 
I  would  recommend  the  present  floor  be  removed  and  a 
new  asphalt  tile  floor  be  laid  on  a  concrete  slab.  Con- 
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ditions  in  the  gymnasium  could  be  improved  if  at  the 
same  time  the  stairs  from  the  auditorium  were  removed 
and  a  fire  escape  erected  on  the  outside  of  the  building, 
on  the  west  wall  at  the  stage  end. 

The  problem  of  the  slow  learner  in  the  elementary 
grades  is  giving  us  some  concern.  With  each  elemen- 
tary teacher  assigned  to  two  grades,  and  with  grouping 
in  each  grade  according  to  achievement,  there  is  a  limit 
as  to  the  amount  of  time  that  can  be  given  to  each 
group.  The  slow  learner  and  the  talented  pupils  cannot 
of  necessity  receive  the  amount  of  attention  that  is  nec- 
essary in  many  cases.  There  seems  to  be  no  way  to  re- 
lieve this  situation  unless  more  time  is  given  to  these 
pupils.  I  would  recommend  that  serious  consideration 
be  given  to  the  addition  of  a  helping  teacher  who  could 
work  with  small  groups  of  children  in  the  elementary 
grades  that  need  help  either  on  an  individual  basis  or 
small  group  basis. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
citizens  of  Bethlehem,  the  school  board,  teaching  staff 
and  other  school  personnel  for  their  cooperation  and 
support.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  annual 
report  as  Principal  of  the  Bethlehem  School. 

A  follow-up  of  the  graduates  of  1959  shows  that  one 
is  gainfully  employed,  two  are  married,  one  in  the  serv- 
ice and  that  the  others  are  attending  the  following 
schools  and  colleges: 

Northeastern  University  1 

Champlain  College  (Business)  1 

Concord  Business  1 

Margaret's  Hairdressing  School  1 

This  represents  50%  of  the  graduating  class  who  have 
gone  on  to  further  their  education. 

The  University  of  New  Hampshire  testing  program 
has  been  administered  to  Freshmen  and  Juniors.  The 
results  of  the  tests  will  be  received  in  the  near  future 
and  will  be  of  great  help  in  arranging  the  schedules 
of  the  students.  The  Junior  High  have  had  achieve- 
ment and  mental  maturity  tests  administered. 

The  School  Library  is  still  in  the  building  stage.  Sev- 
eral new  reference  books,  two  sets  of  encyclopedias  and 
maps  were  purchased  and  have  been  of  great  value  to 
all,  and  will  become  even  more  so  as  new  supplementary 
material  is  added. 

The  Hot  Lunch  Program  is  serving  about  90  meals 
daily  under  the  capable  management  of  the  cafeteria 
staff.  A  deep  freezer  was  donated  to  the  program,  and 
has  proven  very  valuable  in  that  our  frozen  foods  are 
at  hand  and  that  one  does  not  have  to  travel  several 
miles  to  obtain  the  food. 

Extra-curricular  activities  included  in  the  school 
program  are:  basketball,  baseball,  glee  club,  band  and 
socials.  This  year  Mrs.  Cushing  was  not  available  for 
music    instruction    but    the    services    of    Mr.    Charles 
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La  Pierre  of  Whitefield  were  obtained  and  he  has  proven 
to  be  a  very  capable  instructor.  Lessons  on  band  instru- 
ments are  being  given  by  Mrs.  McLure  and  several 
band  members  are  taken  to  Littleton  once  a  week  where 
they  practice  with  the  Littleton  Band. 

A  Christmas  Program  was  presented  by  the  school 
and  was  well  received.  Much  credit  should  be  given  to 
the  teachers  who,  on  short  notice,  prepared  the  entire 
program. 

The  school  paper  under  the  capable  guidance  of  Mrs. 
Watkins  is  being  published  periodically.  The  yearbook 
staff  has  been  selected  and  plans  are  being  made  for  its 
publication. 

May  I  extend  to  you,  the  school  board,  the  faculty, 
the  pupils,  and  the  citizens,  my  sincere  appreciation  for 
your  spirit  of  help  and  cooperation  throughout  the  year.
